Shanghai, Dec. 29—Tang Shao 
today received a telegram from se 


king saying that Tuan Fang, formerly 


director general of (he Hu Kang rail- 
road and former viceroy of the pro- 
vince of Chi Li, had arrived the : 
capital disguised as a ccolie, 
reported on December 18 that Tuan 
had been kitied at Tse Chow, province 
of Shan Si, by his own soldiers, Ac- 
cording to the telegram received by 
Tang, Tuan says he bribed his soldiers 
to announce publicly that they had 
murdered him, Instead they killed a 
Pig and exhibited their bloody swords 
to the populace, yowing that the stains 
had been made by Tuan's  pblocd. 
Meanwhile Tuan clothed in rags made 
his escape, 

The peace conference held 
here between the representatives of 
the Peking government and the re- 
volutionary party agreed that the 
form of government to be ultimately 
adopted for China shohld be ‘decided 
by the national convention ,whose de- 
termination should pe binding on both 
parties, 

It also was agreed that pending the 
decision of the national convention, 
the Manchu government. was neither 
to actept nor to attempt to obtain for- 
elgn loans, 

Another agreement reached is that 
all of the Manchu trocips in the pro- 
vinces of Shan Si, Shen Si, Hu Peh, 
Nganhawei and Kiang Su, shall evac- 
uate their present positions and with- 
draw them to a distance of Hun Li 
(about 37 miles) within five days be- 
ginning from December 31st. 

The republican troops, meanwhile, 
shall neither advance or occupy the 
places evacuated pending special ar- 
Tangements to be reached by mutual 
agreement, 

The Manchu troops are not to ad- 
Vence not to attack the positions at 
Shan Tung, held by the republicans, 
nor shall the republican troops ad- 
Vance upon nor capture new places. 

It is understood that the national 
convention te be called is to include 
those delegates at present in the con- 
ference at Nanking, who have elect- 
ed Dr. Sun Yat 8en president of the 
republic and others to be elected.

King George Canadian Stamps Will 
Be Issued at the First of the Year—

will be placed on sale in Canadian

The new stamps which in color and 
design will be the same as those of 
the current series, have for their cen- | 
tral feature a pewtrait of His Majesty | 
in the uniform of an admiral, typify- 
ing the sailor king.

Attornecy-General'’s Department 
Received Suggestions From 
Chief of Police. 


ALL AGREE REGULATION 
OF SHOWS IS NECESSARY 


Edmonton Chiet Advises Cemnorship 
of Al) Films, and Stamping of 
Some Before Showing, 


The necessity that moving pictures 
have an cducational varue is pointed 
out by almost every police and civie 
othicer who responded. to the enquiries 
recently sent out under instructions 
of the Honourable the Attorney-Gener- 
al. The value of moving pictures as 
an educational feature is tully recog- 
mizct, the cargi«d cf its eliee oD 
known, and the tendency on the paic 
sof some managers to convert old 
#tores—absolutely without fire protec- 
tion and proper ventilation—is poinicu 
out in almost every report. 

In the majority of cases the sugges- 
tions which come in are timely ana 
of great value, and bear out the acuon 
Which the Attorney-Genera] has taken 
in ihtroducing to the legisiaiure an 
act governin moving piciures, 

The chief of police of Mdmonton 
makes the suggetion iat theatres, 
moving picture shows, and dance halls, 
should be regulated by brovineiai «a- 
actment, that a censor should be ap- 
Pointed whose duty it would be to 
Stanmip every film before it is aliowed 
to be shown; and that the exhiviaen 
of a film which is not stamped shou. 
be punished by a heavy tine. 

Calgary reports that most of thy 
theatres are satisfactory, but that one 
or two are positively dangerous, The 

Svstem of lighting as used {n the 
“Chinook” theatre is spoken of very 
highly. The appointment of uniform- 
ed officials with police powers is also 
urged by the Chief of Poiice in Cu 
gary, and the danger of converting 
long, narrow, stores into moving pic- 
ture theatres is pointed out, on ac- 
count of the menace to human life in 
case of fire. 

The Chief of Police 
makes the suggestion that the widih 
of aisles and distance’ between chairs 
should be regulated by Act of Parlia- 
ment, as the tendency to crowd so 
much that it would be impossible in 
case of a panic for people to hind room 
to move. This is particularly § true 
where patrons are allowed to stand in 
the aisles 

A further recommendation is mad: 
that the act should prohibit operators 
under twenty-one years of age work- 
ing machines. Still another sugges-

tion is that sensational pictur@ and 
“gun play” should be. absolutely eli- 
inated. Possibly one of the most 


of the best sugges- 
tlons comes from the chief of police 
at Medicine Hat, in which he points 
out the necessity of better ventilation; 
recommends that children under six- 
teen be not admitted to evening shows 
unlegs accompanied by adults, anda 
that special matinees for women and 
children should be put on during the 
afternoons, 

A suggestion which appears fre- 

ently frem Mhe ‘amaller _towns, is 
that there ig too much display of the 
American flag and not enough of the 
British and Canadian scenes to develo) 
the patriotism of the patrons of the 
theatre. Only one place reports that 
films are repulsive or suggestive. Kn- 
quiry brings out the information that 
this place is not on the usual circuit, 
the films being brought in direct by 
the manager of the theatre and not 
through the usual channel of an eas- 
change.

Most of 
the officers who have investigated re- 
port that the managers are quite will- 
ing to co-operate with the Government 
or municipalities in encouraging the 
promotion of pictures which will have 
an educational value and are willing 
to contribute towards the elimination 
of pictures that-would have the effect 
of distributing the public morals.
